The cancellation and .sflllcmcnt of war 
contriicU .■^cems Lo have KOiie forward swiftly 
and In fiood order, mil a (lood many war-cx- 
pandcd Industries .-itlll arc plaRiicd by one Im- 
portant and thus-far unanKWcred question: 
To what point shall operations be cut back 
for a permanent peacetime program? 

In several Instances that question bearfi on 
the national defense as well aa on the future 
of a particular plant or Industry. Airplane 
miiniiracturers already have spoKen up for a 
procurement achedulo iov military aircraft 
that will let them keep a nucleus of their 
wartime 'research, development and produc- 
tion ready for quick expansltyi In time of 
emergency. 

Now the oountry'j ahlpbullders arc begin- 
ning to oak tha government where they go 
from here. They have tremendous warttme 
facilities which can be scrapped, at a possible 
risk to the national defense, or maintained at 
a prohibitive cost. They do not yet know 
where to draw the lino between the present 
over-expanded setup and prewar rock bot- 
tom. 

Rear Admiral Earle W. Mills, assistant chief 
of the navy's bureau of ships, has said. "Sur- 
vival lot privately operated shipyards) is an 
essential of national defense second to none. 
Our future physical security may depend 
heavily on the preservation of these national 
assets." 

The American camera and optical Industry, 
comparatively email before the war, also has 
grown impressively. Today It includes soma 
1,200 manufacturers whose new, war-born 
techniques have made it possible for them to 
break the German monopoly on production 
of high-grade photographic and optical 
oqulpment. 

This Industry la presently alarmed at the 
proposals of- some advisers to our military 
governmeflt In Qermany that the Germans 
be allowod to resume manufacture of war- 
necesaary preclBlon and optical instruments. 

All this adda up to a compileated situation 
which needs a statement of eovemment poli- 
cy. Such a policy should be a part of the larg- 
er one on national defense. Including the 
controversial subject of universal military 
tialaing. 

We ore returning to our normal system of 
oompetltlve enterprise. That system demands 
long-range planning. Short-sighted mistakes 
can mean the failure of a business, with a 
consequent loss of Jobs and Income. 

The Involuntary delays and Indecisions 
which arc holding back Indttstrial and busi- 
ness planning today are not as tjinRlblc and 
dramatic as strikes, but they are also stalling 
reconversion. They constitute a problem 
which the government should give attention 
to. even as It tries to straighten out the pres- 
ent anarl of Industrial relations.

CONTROLLING THE ATC^I-SMASHEItS 
Wfl suspect that the anonymous scheme for 
controlling atomic energy, which President 
Truman and several members of congress 
have received, may not be as crazy as It 
sounds. 

The scheme, you may recall, is briefly this: 
Create a group ol super-race geniuses, the 
t«st-tube olfsprlng of carefully selected 
United Nations geniuses, educate them In the 
world's best schools as world cltl^'cns. then let 
them run the atomic ^how for the Bood of 
mankind. 

The plan doesn't say who will control 
atomic power until the super-children grow 
Into supermen and women. There Is also an- 
other bad angle — the plan doesn't get away 
from human fallibility. 

Obviously what the world needs is not so 
much a control of atomic power as control of 
the people who know the secret. And Jt sccma 
lo us that If scientists are smart enough to 
harness tho energy of the universe they 
should be smart enough to create a race of 
mechanical men to develop, produce, parcel 
out and guard that energy. 

These mechanical men would have to be 
built with better brains than the human ones 
of their creators. Such Ihlng.s as greed. cnv7, 
malice, and Uie notion that they were better 
than anyone would have to be carefully eX' 
eluded from their emotional etiulpment, Tha 
mechanical men would be an Ideal group ot 
vise, detached scientists who never heard of 
war and probably would think it excessively 
stupid ir they did. 

Our plan will take some doing. But we 
think that science ought to give It a try. For 
a lot of people like us aren't really going to 
rtel easy about the survival of the world until 
009 of man's mast brilliant discoveries is lak- 
«n aw»y from man and put Into the hands ot 
the robots.
